The  results  showed  an  in¬ 
creased  yield  with  its  use.  The  same 
experiment  will  be  performed  this 
year.  Dried  blood,  hone  meal,  nitrate 
<»f  soda,  sulphate  of  potash,  and  com¬ 
binations  of  these  will  be  used.

But  who  shall  asy  that  dreams 
are  not  as  miich  facts  of  nature  as  are 
trees  and  cows,  flowing  rivers  and  the 
bodies  of  human  beings?  When 
Chanler  portrays  dream  shapes,  he 
draws  them  to  look  like  the  things  avo 
nee  in  dreams.  Souac  litoral  minded 
])eople  do  not  appreciate  his  color  but 
it  is  really  very  beautiful  and  the 
decorative  effect  of  his  painting  is 
superb.

International  Federa  ion  of 
University  Women. 

A  very  important  move  in  the  right 
direction  is  the  formation  of  the  In- 
tern.ationul  Federation  of  University 
Women  Avhich  became  a  definite  work¬ 
ing  organization  in  July  at  a  confer¬ 
ence  in  London  attended  by  univer¬ 
sity  Avoinon  from  fifteen  different  na¬ 
tions. 

The  purpose  of  the  Federation  is 
“to  promote  understanding  and 
frieiidshij)  betAveen  the  university 
Avoiiion  of  the  nations  of  the  Avorld, 
and  tlieroby  to  further  their  inter¬ 
ests  and  develop  between  tlieir  coun¬ 
tries  sympathy  and  mntnal  helpful¬ 
ness.”  Tlicre  may  be  no  royal  road 
to  learning  yet  learning  is  a  roy.al 
road  to  the  promotion  of  internation¬ 
al  understanding  and  friendship. 
Scliolarsliip  is  essentially  lium.ane  and 
international,  and  that  is  not  inA^.ari- 
ably  the  case  with  politics  or  com¬ 
merce.  KnoAvledge  is  not  diminished 
but.  increased  by  sliariiig;  torritorical 
jiossessions  and  money  arc  not  so  in¬ 
creased.  On  the  other  hand  it  is  not 
tiic  college  Avomeii  alone  wlio  are  go¬ 
ing  to  benefit  by  those  friendships  and 
contacts,  it  is  the  children  of  tlie 
Avholc  country  for  the  college  Avonien 
are,  in  a  large  measure,  the  teachers 
of  the  nation.  True  American  teach¬ 
ers  Avill  have  a  strong  and  Antal  in- 
I'liieiice  -for  tlie  best  and  truest  sort 
of  internationalism. 

Ea'ou  noAv  the  Federation  is  work¬ 
ing.  They  are  working  p.articularly 
to  promote  the  interchange  betAveen 
nations  of  scliolars,  professors  and  in¬ 
structors.  Since  the  Avar  some  Avork  of 
this  kind  has  .already  been  done.  Tlie 
Federation’s  plans  include  also  tlie 
esct.ablisliment  in  each  country  of 
hcadipiarters  Avliieh  sh.all  bo  centers  of 
hospitality  for  foreign  students  and 
professors,  places  to  Avhieli  they  can 
turn  for  help  and  information  as  Avell 
as  for  the  making  of  social  contacts. 
The  Xation.al  Club  House  estahlislied 
in  Washington  Avill  bo  one  of  these 
ceiite;'-!,  in  tlie  United  States  and  it 
is  !;u|,ed  that  tlie  Women’s  UniA'or- 
sity  Club  of  Noav  York  Avill  servo  as 
another. 

This  Avorking  together,  tins  mutual 
interchange  of  opinions  and  ideas 
means  the  setting  in  motion  in  each 
of  the  countries  involved  of  forces 
enormously  poAverful  for  progress.
